G. Batty, secretary of the Loom- 
fixers' Union; O. M. Dunham, rep- 
resenting the Wamsutta Mills;

The hearing hall at both the 
afternoon and evening sessions 
was filled, but Mr. Cummin sug-

Created by I.,ast Session 

The Commission, created bjj the 
last session of the Legislature, 
comprises Senator William A. Dav- 
enport, Greenfield, chairman; Rep- 
resentative Elmer C. Nelson, Mil- 
ford, vice chairman; Representa- 
tives Richard F. Paul, Canton and 
Clarence N. Durant, Lee, and Ru- 
pert S. Carven, Boston, appointed 
by the' Governor. Mr. Carven has 
recently 'FeSn appointed a mem- 
ber of the Fall River Finance Com- 
mission. 

The resolve creating the Com- 
mission gives it broad powers to 
inquire into all matters of taxa- 
tion, with especial reference to 
finding new sources of tax rev- 
enue in order to relieve the tax 
burden on industry. Included 
among the several bills introduced 
at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture referred to the Q»»Wiission 
for study are: A proposal to tax 
the stock in trade and Inventory 
of corporations at the local tax 
rate instead of including these 
values as part of the corporation 
tax; a proposal to tax the capital 
value of intangibles at the local 
tax rate and eliminate the income 
lax on the income from such tan- 
gibles; a general proposal to in- 
crease the income tax rates; tlie 
possibility of putting a limitation 
upon the tax on real estate. 

Representatives of industries 
were chiefly concerned over the 
proposal to place a tax on corpora- 
tion Inventories at the local tax 
rate, and the speakers before the 
committee were unanimous that 
this wohld be such an added bur- 
den that it would result in the 



inventories and intangibles based 
on New Bedford valuation and 
tax figures. 

"The conclusion that we come to 
on this whole proposition," said Mr. 
Cummin, "i.';; that a tax on merchan- 
dise of corporations at the local 
tax rate would mean a high tax on 
the corporations in spite of the 
fact that all possible intangibles 
were taxed at any reasonable rate. 
This statement applies to corpora- 
tions as a whole, but such a tax 
would be a very much greater 
burden to those Industrie* which 
require a large inventory, which 
means a number of our textile 
mills, and especially such manufac- 
turers as the Morse Twist Drill & 
Machine Co. and the Continental 
Screw Co. If therefore we are to 
retain the industries we now have 
and encourage them to operate and 
employ labor on as uniform a basis 
as possible, we must not change 
our tax laws so as to discourage 
such corporations." 

Those who addressed the Com- 
mission at the afternoon hearing 
included Henry Kendall, head of 
the Kendall Co., operating the Ken- 
dall Mill in this city, together with 
two other mills in Ma.s.sachusettf 
and five in the southern states, and 
who served as chairman of the 
Business Advisory Council in Wash- 
ington; William T. Read, vice 
president of the Morse Twist Drill 
& Machine Co.; William E. Pratt, 
general manager of the Whittenton 
Manufacturing Co., Taunton, and 
president of the Taunton Tax- 
payers' Association; Frank L. 
Locklin, secretary and manager of 
the Taunton Taxpayers' A.ssocia- 
tion; J. J. Ellsworth, Newton, rep- 
resenting Reed & Barton and the 
United Carr Fasteners' Co., Taun- 
ton; Joseph L. Anthony, president

Henry Kendall 

Several of the speakers ex- 
pressed the view that the Commis- 
sion might well consider ways of 
reducing costs of government. Mr. 
Kendall made the suggestion that 
the cost of state, city and town 
government, and more especially 
county governments, can be cut by 
introducing economies and elimi- 
nating county government altogeth- 
er, which he characterized as be- 
longing to the horse and buggy era. 
Mr. Kendall, remarking that he had 
been fairly close to the President 
as the chairman of the Business 
Advisory Council, read to the com- 
mittee the text of a letter which he 
addressed to the President early in 
September, pointing out the seri- 
ousness of the textile situation in , 
New England and urging the elimi- j 
nation of the cotton processing tax. j 
Because of its confidential nature 
and allusion to several New Eng- 
land cotton textile concerns, Mr.' 
Kendall asked that the letter 
should not be made a part of the 
record or the text included in any 
newspaper report of the proceed- 
Ing.s. 

Mr. Kendall presented figures 
showing Massachusetts has lost 6,- 
225,000 cotton .spindles since 1926. 
In 1923 there wore 191 textile con- 
cerns in Massachusetts employing | 
113,000 operatives and with payrolls . 
anvounting to $115,000,000. In 1933 1 
there were 103 textile concerns in 
the state employing 45,000 opera- 
tives and with payrolls amounting 
to $83,000,000. 

Beasonn for Decline 

Answering an inquiry as to what 
he considered the chief reasons for 
the decline in the textile industry,] 
Mr. Kendall said he attributed it] 
to the 6 o'clock law relating to 
women employes, the 48-hour week 
as against the 60 and 70-hour week | 
of the South and on top of these 
the cotton processing tax. He said I 
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textile manufacturers wcie unaoie 
to pass the cotton procesaing tax 
along to the consumers. The aver- 
age textile mill wage in the South, 
ihe said; is $14 a week as aKainst 
J $16.50 in Ma.ssachusett8. Since the 
I NRA had been declared uncon.stitu- 
tional he said the tendency in the 
South has been to operate longrer 
hours and cut wages, many of the 
mills operating longer machine 
hours and some on a three-shift 
basis. 

Mr. Kendall said that the tax 
burden on a North Carolina mill 
operated by his company is ap- 
proximately one-third of that on 
the company'.s New Bedford mill. 
Due to the increasing tax burdens 
in Mas.sachusetts, he said, many 
concerns are about ready to quit. 
In order that the people be made 
tax conscious he suggested a sales 
tax, especially one on luxuries. The 
homr owner, he said, is .suffering 
equally with the industrial opera- 
tor. 

Answering an Inquiry as to 
Whether obsolescence is a factor in 
some ca.'ses counting against suc- 
cessful operation in MassachU3ett.s. 
Mr. Kendall said that might bo true 
in some instances, but he added 
there are only two strictly modern 
mills in the United States, both in 
the South, one operated by his com- 
pany and another at Roclt Hill, S. 
C. Mo.st of the Japanese mills are 
not modern, he said, but compete 
in world competition through ex- 
tremely low wages. 

F. W. Steele 
Mr. Steele, who was the first to 
address the Commission at the eve- 
ning session, presented the views of 
the New Bedford textile manufac- 
turers in a prepared statement, 
later supplementing his remarks in 
answer to inquiries by the mem- 
bers of the Commission. In answer 
to one inquiry he declared that Mas- 
sachu.setts Is losing $100,000,000 in 
payrolls every year through ad- 
verse Ipgl.slation. In his prepared 
■tatement, Mr. Steele said: 

"If inventoriee are taxed on 
market value, as shown by Federal 
Income tax returns, it would with- 
out question cause a change in our 
method of doing business: First, It 
would make necessary having the 
smallest stock possible on hand on 
a given tax dale. This could be 
accompliehed in several ways, one 
of which would be, not to run 
goods for stock but exercise 
curtailment prior to Inventory 
date, thereby holding our tax to 
the lowest possible point. This 
we would have to do from 
necessity, but doing this would i 
decrease the earnings of ourj 
employes, thereby reducing their 
buying capacity — which in turn, 
affects the merchants, professional 
men, and othcns who depend on 
the success of our industry. 
Another way would be to carry 
our stock in warehouses outaide 
the state, where this tax did not 
prevail. This, of course, would 
Incur some expen.-io, therefore 
the method previously mentioned 
would most likely be ndoptcd— and 
this in itself would prove one more^ 
handicap for industry in Massa-i 
chusctts, inasmuch as it would put ! 
our competitors in other states 
with more favorable taxation. In 
a better position, by virtue of their 
being able to maintain greater 
stocks and a larger assortment of 
Btock. 

"Taking the following figures 
which represent ten mills in New 
Bedford — the local assessed valua- 
tion as of .Tan. 1, IM,") was S^.-^Sl,- 
625. The amount of the inventories 
Of the sanTi date was $5,724,063: 
therefore, if taxed at the going 
rate, their taxes would be Increased 
,•54.15 percent. Taking each of our 



20 mills separately, 
would be increased ftf 
cent to 84.5 percent. If 
of the * — '" ■ ■ 
true of all industry and would 
tend to bring about the removal or 
! collapse of all industry in Massa- 
chusetts.' I would ask vou to keep, 
m mind that the various cities and 
towns in Massachueetts since 1923 
have been losing in tax revenue 
niore every year, and from the 
textile mdustry alone this amount 
m 1934 was $4,924,422.66 or 59 7 
percent le,ss than they received in 
192.1. Therefore, does this com- 
mittee want ,to recommend a 
policy that will increase this loss 
from year to year in the various 
communities within the state? If 
so, where is the income coming 
from to carry on our public activi- 
ties. In case you do it seems as 
though the people of Massachu- 
setts are carrying more than their 
share of a tax burden. 

Keal Estate Tax 

"If I am correctly informed, 
what your committee is seeking is 
some method whereby the tax on 
real estate can be lowered. This 
in itself is commendable; but I 
would ask you to keep it ever 
before you that industrv cannot 
take on any more of this burden. 
Examination of any of the books 
of our textile industry is the most 
I convincing proof of this that can 
be presented. For several years 
back, this industry hae been going 
I not only into surplus but working 
I capital as well to pay taxes, and 
. In cases where these funds have 
, been depleted, has gone into debt 
to meet tax bills. It is not con- 
ceivable that your committee 
would recommend that industry 
be further taxed under these 
conditions. After all— of what 
value would the real estate be, if 
industry were forced from the 
community? I offer the town of 
Millville as an example. Here is 
a town completely vacated by all 
industry— a disheartening example 
of what happens to real estate 
when Industry leaves a com- 
munity. As you know, the people 
I of this town have been unable to 
(pay any taxes, and the state has 
! been called on to take it over. Can 
. the state afford to continue to take 
over depleted towns? Taxation 
which is so unaound in principle, 
or so unfair and uneconomic In Its 
Incidence as to dry up, destroy or 
drive elsewhere the persons, busi- 
nesses or industries against which 
it is levied, obviously defeats Its 
I own purposes, and eventually 
: leaves the city, town or state, and 
! all the people therein, much worse 
I off than before. Until there Is 
j drastic correction of such situ- 
ation, the losses are continuous 
and are bound to become more and 
more unbearable, and it should be 



ladried however, that nn rtjat-tw w» 

is, in my opinion, the most Just 
way of tax collection. Under this 
method, everyone pays only his 
or her proportionate part. The 
man .spending $10 pays ten times 
the tax of the man spending $1. 
Many of our people have been led 
to believe that they are escaping 
payment of taxes, but the average 
man is today paying taxes he 
know.s nothing of, for they are in- 
cluded in everything pertaining to 
ni.s life. Again I say that with 
the sales tax he will pay only his 
proportionate share. 

B«commend Steps 

"In conclusion, inasmuch as this 
committee has as members several 
sume the leadership in such a 
of our legislators who might as- 
move, why not in your report rec- 
ommend that some steps be taken 
along these lines of economy." 

Mr. Steele presented figures 
showing the per capita tak in New- 
England states as compared with 
per capita tax In nine Southern 
States, adding that 46 states have 
a lower per capita tax than Massa- 
chusetts. The per capita tax in the 
New England states he gave as 
follows: 

Massachusetts $69.91, Connecti- 
cut $63.06, New Hampshire $56.85 
Rhode Island $56.36, Vermont $49- 
.71, Maine $49.59. 

The per capita tax In the nine 
Southern states he gave as fol- 
lows : 

West Virginia $40.81, Texas $34- 
.76, Virginia $33.52, Mississippi 
$31.58, North Carolina $31.14 Ten- 
nessee $26.10, South Carolina $26- 
.08. Georgia $22.54. Alabama $20.72. 

The salient points emphasized 
by the other speakers are sum- 
marized as follows; 

W. T. Read— A tax on inventor- 
ies would be serious for the rea- 
son the concern represented by 
him has an inventory ranging 
from three quarters of a million 
to a million and a half. Concern 
faces a greater tax burden than 
competing concerns in other states

employed from 1,300 to 1,500— is 
now employing 200 and Is liquid- 
ating 70 percent of the plant. Cot- 
ton processing tax has been the 
last burden that brought about 
liquidation. Tax on inventories 
would be too serious to contem- 
plate because of large inventories 
carried. Favored sales tax to 
make every one conscious of the 
tax burden.' 

J. J. Ellsworth— To gain further 
revenue remove exemptions, if ne- 
cessary on churches aad property 

now on the border line; a universal 
sales tax. 
Joseph L. Anthony — Added In- 
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burdens makee It so much the 
more difficult lo pay labor ade- 
quately for services. 

"I know that in the minds of 
this committee Is the question: 
Where is the money coming from 
to meet the expenditures of the 
state? And I am also aware of the 
ever-growing cost of the adminis- 
tration of state affairs— and aware, 
too, that no noticeable steps of 
economy have been taken by our 
legislature; therefore, if more rev- 
enue must be raised, why not rec- 
ommend a -sales tax? While many 
people resent this form of tax. It

Frank L. Carpenter — Textile 
manufacturers are opposed to any 
increase in the tax burden. 

Charles M. Carroll — Suggests 
taxing chain stores and circusses, 
elimination of useless commissions, 
eliminating City Planning Boards, 
decrease education costs and place 
government in the hands of prac- 
tical men instead of theorists. 

E. S. Gremse — ^Tax burden in 
Massachusetts greater than in any 
other state where American Thread 
Company operates mills. 

Roland Auger — Suggests supple- 
mentary state tax. 

W. E. G. Batty— Agrees there 
should be no further tax burden on 
Massachusetts industry. Labor is 
unalterably opposed to a sales tax, 
but favors a more equitable distri- 
bution of the tax burden. 

William B. Gardiner — Favors a 
sales tax. 

O. M. Dunham — Opposes any 
further tax on textile industry. In- 
ventory tax would be especially 
serious to Wamsutta Mill because 
of large quantity of finished goods 
carried in stock.

Stating that real estate now pays 



55 percent of all taxes and that it 
is estimated that one-third of all 
real estate in Massachusetts is in 
the hands of cities and towns, Sen- 
ator Davenport cited the figures as 
to the sources of wealth of these 
24 estates in support of his argu- 
ment that a greater share of the 
tax burden should be placed on in- 
tangibles, such as stocks, bonds 
and deposit.? in savings banks, na- 
tional banks and trust companies.

He ar- 
gued this would probably not af- 
fect the savings of many wage 
earners, but would reach the vel-y 
large depoeits that single individu- 
als have scattered througtou't 
Massachusetts eavings banks. He 
cited the figures of the 24 Massa- 
chusetts estates to show the rela- 
tively small proportion in eavings 
bank deposits, while the stocks 
and bonds included in these .es- 
tates made up the major share of 
the total, more than $11,000,000 in

Saltonstsll's Address 

Speaker Saltonstall in his address 
—the clarion call of militant Repub- 
licanism to stem the expenditures of 
a Democratic administration— said 
in part: 

"In the 13 years that I have served 
in our state legislature, I have seen 
governors ' come and governors go. 
Up to a short time ago, I was proud 
of the way our state government 
was conducted; proud of the in- i 
telligent handling of problems by the 
legislature; proud of the way and] 
manner in which our administrative r 
departments carried out their tunc- 
tlons. 

"Tlie record of Massachusetts in 
state government under Republican 
administrations was good. The state 
had the reputation of enacting pro- 
gressive laws for the welfare of its 
people. Tlie state had the reputation 
of giving a dollar's worth of service 
to taxpayers for every dollar of tax 
money collected. Commissions from 
other states and even from other 
countries came to examine Mas.sa- 
chtisetts' institutions and Massachu- 
setts' methods. 

"But recently I have seen drastic 
changes in the administration of 
these departments and in the work 
of the legislature. The legislature 
has become Influenced by trades 
and by log rolling. This has been due 
to the pressure put upon the mem- 
bers by Democratic administrations. 
The departments have been influ- 
enced to a greater degree by political 
considerations. Commissioners and 
subordinates have been afraid of 
losing their jobs if they did not do 
the right thing politically. Perhaps 
this is the course of government 
during difficult times— I make no 
comment on that — but I do say artd 
say as forcibly as 1 may that the rule 
On Beacon Hill in the last six months 
has been a complete change fiwm 
any previous administration.

In other words, the adminis- 
trative departments in the state are 
not conducted today on a basis of 
efficiency but in the maimer de- 
manded by the governors office.

In other 
words, he was an honest, efflclent 
man, but these qualities made him 
an undesirable man.

The organization 
of such a vast enterprise must have 
men of ability and intelligence in 
the handling of its affairs. If men 
of intelligence and ability are to be

head or appointee of a department 
head who Is not motivated to .some 
extent at lea.^t in the handling of 
his affairs by the thought that he 
must do the governors bidding or 
take the chance of losing his job.

Go vemac -James M. _Cutley *^^ 
Massachusetts predicted "greater 
prosperity than ever" within* the 
next six months and a landslide 
victory for Roosevelt in the next 
presidential election as he paused 
Wednesday in Ogden, en route from 
the east to Hawaii. 

At""!!!? same time, the prominent 
Democratic leader, struck at re- 
ciprocal trade agreements with other 
countries as depriving millions of 
American of employment and point- 
ed to virtual economic isolation as 
the only way America can attain 
a stable prosperity. 

"We have been out of the depres- 
sion about six months, but we can't 
quite convince ourselves of the fact," 
Curley told a group of prominent 
■Utah Democrats who greeted him 
at the Union station. 

"All v.-e have to do is just mind 
our business and go along, because 
in about six months this country 
is going to have a greater prosper- 
ity than it ever knew before except 
in war times. The only existing de- 
pression is mental." 

The Massachusetts governor de- 
clared there is "nobody who can 
^beat Roosevelt." "With prosperity 
,slx months away and a five billion 
dollar campaign fund. Roo<-evelt 
■couldn't beat himself," he declared. 

Characterizing the reciprocal trade 
agreements now being drawn up i>3- 
tween America and foreign countries 
as "stupid", Curley commented bit- 
terly on a policy which he said re- 
sults only in flooding this country 
with foreign goods manufactured by 
cheap labor and throwing millions 
, 01 Americans out of work. 
,.. "America is big enough and has a 



- \ ' ^ 

sufficiently varied climate to live, 
by herself economically, producing 
everything she needs within her 
own boundaries," he asserted. 'If we 
shut out manufactured goods from 
other countries, at least three mil- 
lion of our unemployed citizens 
would be working again in a few 
months." 

CLOSE TO AID JAPAN 

Citing an example that vitally 
affects the state he governs, Curley 
said: "In New England, we are clos- 
ing a textile plant every week to 
keep open a plant in Japan. The 
sooner we wake up to this fact the 
better." 

' One of the hardest features in 
overcoming the depression, he said, 
has been "educating people to go to 
work again after they have been 
educated to getting something for 
nothing from the government". This, 
he stated, can' only be .solved by a 
realization by every citizen that he 
has to assume some responsibility 
himself. 

He indicated that the aim of the 
Roosevelt administration is the 
scientific regulation of production 
and distribution— "a problem that 
the clearest minds of all ages have 
been unable to solve" — and asserted 
that if Roosevelt Is able to realize 
his objective he will go down in 
history with Washington and Lin- 
coln as one who instituted a broad 
and practical application of the 
American Ideal of "equality for 
every man and happiness for all." 

Governor Curley, accompanied by 
Dr. M. J. English, physician, r' 
bound for Honolulu, Hawaii, to m-^ 
his daughter, Mrs. Edward C. Don- 
nelly, who will journey from Shang- 
hai, China, where she has been 
convalescing from an illness, to meet 
him at Honolulu on October 9. He 
expects to remain in Honolulu about 
a week, he said. 

KEY IS RECALLED 

Among those who greeted Gov- 
ernor Curley at the Ogden station 
was Mrs. Ora Bundy who had with 
her a large wooden "key to the 
gateway of Now England" pre.sented 
to her in 1930 In Boston by Curley 
who was then mayor of that city. 
Governor Curley recalled the occa- 
sion and commentsd that the key 
was cut from a 200-year old tree 
that stood on the Lexington battle

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Queatlonlng recent statements of 
Stato Senator Theodore R. Plun- 
kett of Adams relative to the bene- 
fits of the Curley bond Issue, Lieut - 
Col. George W. Krapl of this city 
and Dalton challenged him to a 
public debate In a letter today. Mr. 
ICrapf. who ha^s his eyes on the 
State Semite offered to pay the cost 
of the hall if the debate is held In 
Berkshire County and not to oppose 
Senator Plunkett for any ofllce he 
mi?ht seek in the event judges de- 
clare the Adams man the winner. 
. Lieut.-Col. Krapf's letter to Sena- 
Ipr Plunkelt follows: 
> "I question your recent state- 
tpent* that PUtsfleld will get $217,000 
of the State bond issue without one 
penny cost to the city taxpayers 
and challenge you to a public de- 
bate on this whole matter and oth- 
ers pertaining to your votes and ut- 
terances while you have been State 
■Senator. I will pay costs of haU If 
debate is held In county seat. If 
the three Judges whom we select 
shall declare you the winner. I shall 
offer you no opposiuon for any of- 
fice you may seek in the next 
election. 

"ThSa \a your chance to bare your 
vV^ole record to the public of Berk- 
shire County and to prove that you 
are not a Curley Republican. The 
only motive I have In Issuing this 
challenge Is that I desire to see the 
whole truth brought out. I also 
resent the slur you made against 
Williams College. .Monday before 
the legislative hearing when you 
.■itated that the sole reason Wll- 
ilamstown needs a police court was 
that the town had 750 college stu- 
dents. You Intimated that it is a 
lawless body, when as a matter of 
fact very few If any students are 
ever tried, before the Wllllamstown 
court.

Second Challenge 

This is not the first time that Mr. 
Krapf has asked Senator Plunkett 
to debate him in public. In the 
1932 campaign he hurled a chal- 
lenge at the Senator, but the <ie- . 
bate never materialized. lAst year 
Mr. Krapf was a candidate for the 
Senatorial nomination but withdrew 
before the primary in favor of Mr. 
Plunkett. In withdrawing Mr. 
Krapf issued a statement In which 
he said: "I feel that any primary 
nght might affect the harmony 
which now prevails throughout the 
Republican ranks In tiie entire 
State, and I shall support Senator 
Plunkett for reelection. He is a good 
Republican and may have made 
mistakes, but I believe he will work 
for economy In State governmeM 
during his next term of ofiQce."' 

Senator Plunkctfs statement at 
the meeting of the Berkshire Coun- 
ty Selectmen's Association Monday 
night In defense of his vote on the 
bond Issue caused local Republi- 
can leaders to wonder if he does 
not plan, In spite of previous 
statements to the contrary, to seek 
reelection to the Senate. That part 
of his statement whlcn gave rise 
to question regarding his political 
plans was made when In referring to 
the "little band of eight Republicans 
who were against the measure," h* 
said, "I will return to the Senate, 
or some other place, and they won't 
go any further."

STRIFE STARTED 'in OREGON 

The controversy raging in Massa-

■ufficlent political influence to frus- 
trate the dog-owners. It .seems the 
International is controlled by a cer- 
tain group of track operators, who 
to not breed or own greyhounds. 

This same group followed its Ore- 
gon success by the meet ending next 
Saturday night at the Bayshore 
track in San Mateo County, where 
for several weeks all races have been 
conducted on such a ba.'^is that mem- 
bers of the National Cour.sing As- 
sociation could not participate. 

As soon as It was recognized that 
the American Kennel Club was In 
danger of being drawn into an un- 
savory controversy, individual mem- 
bers and unit* of the A. K. C. volun- 



tarly came to the defence of the 
National Coursing Association by 
filing friendly protests with the A. 
K. C. headquarters in New York. 
The Golden Gate Kennel Club, the 
Ban Francisco branch of the A. K. 
C, was one of the first to appeal 
to Its parent body to refrain from 
being made an agency through which 
Influences with doubtful motives 
might operate to destroy the 60-year- 
old racing greyhound registry of the 
National Coursing As.sociation.

Concluding these few paragraphs on 
the churches, we may quote a sen- 
tence from the sermon preached last 
Sunday by Rev Russell H. Stafford at 
the opening ot the winter season in 
the Old South In Copley square. He 
was preaching on what he termed 
"near-Christiana," and It was his 
judgment that what Is ami.ss in the 
world Is that "it Is full of near-Chris- 
tians who accept the doctrine but 
mnke no effort to live the life."

Samuel But- 
ler, who wrote "The Way of All 
Flesh," (not the movie!) and "Ere- 
whon" said — we quote from memory — 
that It would be equally surprising to 



find anyone denying Christianity— and 
anyone practicing it. 

However devout or otherwise one 
may he, there Is certainly a tantaliz- 
ing thought as to what this sad old 
world would be like if everyone in all 
activities of mortal lite followed the 
precepts and example ot Jesus Christ. 

We shall have the usual abundance 
of discussion, debate and talk this 
winter, of course; the plans are un- 
der way for the coming season ot thei 

Ford Hail forum, which starts on Oc- 
Tolwr 13. The first topic for the forum 
13 announced to l>e: "Can civilization 
continue under the capitalist system, 
and the speakers will be Herbert 
\oar who wrote "The People's Choice" 
and 'won a prize thereby, and Lewis 
Corey, who knows and writes about 
capitalism. Someone may take occa- 
sion from the floor to stretch the 
query further, and .ask whether the 
endurance of civilization is not de- 
pendent on some force apart from any 
economic system. The craze for eco 
nomics seems to make the smug as 
sumption that there is no other im- 
portant factor in the survival of 
worthwhile life. It may be argued, per- 
hap.-, that civilization's continuance 
or progress might falter and collapse 
cither under capitalism or under so- 
cialism or under any other form ot 
economic or political control; or that 
it can go onward for the betterment of 
human life and the further ecstasy of 
the splr-t in either case. 

Tlie forum idea persists, anyway, 
whether these public debates solve 
atiythlng or not. Our favorite suburb, 
Newton, is in for a do.se ot it this 
year, and is to have its own forum; 
but attendance is not compulsory — 
yet. 



Even in the centers of culture or 
something, there rages this same wild 
frenzy for economiiv. Under Har- 
vard's renewed freedom in elective 
courses, we find, by reports just given 
out, that the largest enrolment gain 
over last year is in this field — 658 as 
compared with .^17 last year in the in- 
troductory course. In 1333 the enrol- 
ment was 435.

Meantime, liritin .V shows only 36 
students this yeai-, as against 83 a 
year ago; Latin B has 92 now, and 
last year had 117; also, geology's In- 
I trnductory course has dropped from 
1 344 a year ago to 194 today. 
' The fiocalled "cultural' studies are 
fading out. Few go to college to ac- 
quire learning per se. The dividing 
line between college and a first-class 
business school p'us a few forum lec- 
tures Is so thin as to be close to the 
1 vanishing point. 



Adding one extra note to this wel- 
ter of pe.saimlsm we take heed f the 
new building at Wellesley, the Hall ot 
Science, Into which, though it is not 
yet completed, the young women are 
advancing in their pursuit of such 
knowledge as Is presumed to be use- 
ful or acceptable to them.

Meritorious candidates were 
given an opportunity to try out their 
abilities temporarily. This year they 
were hired from lists submitted by 
the Governor's office. Ability was not 
considered— political expediency was 
the sole requisite. 

"Bistrusi and Syplng" 

"Our state government is a business 
spending normally $60,000,000 and 
more a year. This year we will spend 
about $ao,000.0 under Democratic 
leadership. The organization of such 
a vast enterprise must have men of 
ability and intelligence in the hand- 
ling of its affairs. If men of intelli- 
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gence and ability are to be secured, 
they must be permitted to handle 
matters within their jurisdiction ac- 
cording to their best judgment. 

"I do not have to tell you ladies 
and gentlemen here today there is 
hardly a department head or ap- 
pointee of a department head who is 
not motivated to some extent at least 
in the handling of his affairs by the 
thought that he must do the Gover- 
nor's bidding or take the chance of 
losing his job. Does that lend to the 
giving ot a dollar's v;orth of service 
for a dollar of the taxpayers' money? 
"We all know of a Republican Gov- 
ernor who made a name for himself 
by refusing to interfere to the slight- 
est degree in the work of depart- 
ments by making political appoint- 
ments of any character. Perhaps he 
leaned too far in one direcWon, but 
he leaned in the right direction 11 
there was a question which way to

"Of course political considerations 
may enter the question of appoint- 
ments to office, but never to the det- 
I riment of public service. If depart- 
ment heads are in constant fear of 
losing their jobs and they are de- 
! pending for the support of thci? fam- 
ilies on these jobs, it is only natural 
for them to listen to threats and, or- 
ders from one who has the appoint- 
ment of their positions. 

"I£ the employes of these depart- 
' ments heads know that this condition 
exists, then they will not have the 
same respect for the orders given to 
them by these department heads as 
they would if each commissioner was i 
master of his own department. | 

"Distrust and spying on each other , 
have become a part ot the state serv- i 
ice. This leads to demoralization and ; 
demoralization leads to inefficiency 
in the carrying out of the work of the 
state. Efficiency in administration of 
state departments is found best in de- 
partments that are directed by tha 
commissioner in charge as free as 
possible from political interference. 

"Bigfcst Lobby Ever" 

"While the administration of the 
state business has been thus inter- 
fered with in the last six months, our 
stfte Legislature has been in session. 
It completed on Aug 15 the longest 
session in the history of the Common- 
wealth. During these seven and a 
! half months legislators were intimi- 
dated and insulted If they did not 
obey the dictation of the biggest 
lobby ever set loose In the State 
House — a lobby directed from within 
the Executive Chamber. 

"When the Governor decided that 
he wanted certain legislation to pass 
I he set his secretaries and others to 
I work. They worked by pressure anjl 
threats, by suggestions of favoritism 
and often by actual promises of jobs 
or personal fpvors. 'The lobbies were 
fiiUed with former legislators, contrac- 
tors, job seekers and others who be- 
sieged the members to vote with the 
Governor — not on the merits of the 
legislation, but for what they had 
been promised. 

One man was told that it he voted 
as the Governor wished his law of- 
fice would receive a substantial 
amount of legal work from the state 
in looking up real estate titles;. To 
the member's credit, he voted against 
the bond issue. 



"Another was told that if he did not ' 
vote with the Governor, state bus- 
iness given his family might be taken 
away. Picture yourself under these 
conditions. Are you— or was that 
man— in a position to exercise his 
judgment freely and f ulftU his oath of 
office for the benefit of his constitu- 
ents and the state? ,.,,,. . 
"Other members found that friends 
of the Executive office had searched 
files of the Civil Service and other 
d.ipartments and had found that | 
friends and relatives of theirs were 
seeking work. These facts were 
placed before them in such a way as 
to impress upon them that if they 
voted with the Governor their friends 
or relatives might be helped. If they 
did not, well— I leave the answer to 
you. Almost every member was told 
that he would be favored with jobs 
for his constituents if he backed 
the Governor's proposals— if he op- 
posed the Governor, he could not ex- 
pect patronage. 

"Now, the issues involved in these 
bond fights were simple. The first 
demand was for authority to borrow 
$35,000,000. The funds were not to 
be tied up to the federal expendi- 
tures in any way. They were to be 
expended by the state independently. 
After all the stories of New Deal as- 
sistance to Massachusetts, the Com- 
monwealth was to do its own spend- 
ing, t 
"Even the Democratic membership 
refused to consider this proposition 
seriously, but finally a majority did 
I agree to recommend approximately 
$20,800,000. This was divided into 
two bills, $13,000,000 for public 
works and $7,800,000 for public build- 
ings. The first was passed by a sin- 
gle vote — the second was defeated 
by stalwart Republicans who refused 
i to be stampeded by promises and 
' threats. 

"Within the past few days I have 
read in the newspapers, of the Com- 
monwealth having to refuse appro- 
priations from Washington for state 
buildings because there was no state 
money to supplement the appropria- 
tion. Actually the Republicans of- 
fered an amendment to make this 
possible in the $13,000,000 bill that 
became law, but the Democratic ad- 
ministration refused it because they 
wanted the spending of the money 
for granite curbing rather than for 
building the hospitals to house ad- ^ 
: ditional Massachusetts citizens. The 
contracts for the latter would be ! 
supervised in Washington. The con-i 
tracts for the former would be ap- 1 
proved on Beacon Hill. 

"I have read ' in certain of your 
papers here in Pittsfield and Adams 
that statements issued by me during 
j the bond fights were misleading. 
These statements set forth the 
I amounts in actual cash each town 
was to receive from these bond is- 
sues and how much ultimatel|r it 
would have to pay. 

"The argument has been made that 
the payment was painless because it 
' was made from the gasoline tax. You 
ladies and gentlemen are familiar 
with the truth ot that old motto, 'You 
cannot have your c; ke and eat it, 
too.' If we spend today the gasoline 
tax that we expect to collect in 1936, 
we cannot spend that money in 1938. 
If we do not spend today the tax to 
be collected ih 1938. then it i.s avail- 
able for expenditure in 1938 either, 



for roads or for the general depart- 
ments of the government. 

"These figures were based on that 
logic— money spent today mu.;t be 
paid for and money used today must 
be replaced by funds raised from 
other forms of taxation to carry the 
needs of 1938. This is too simple to 
argue. Everyone ot you taxpayers 
and rent payers will be called upon 
to pay your share of this debt before 
it is liquidated. 

"Another drastic change Even the 
judicial branch has not been wholly 
immune from executive interference. 
The judiciary only recently was 
shocked by the action of the Chief 
Executive in displacing Ethelbort V. 
Grabill as a reporter of decisions 
from the Supreme Judicial Court. 

"That position, in substance, is one 
of a confidential nature to the jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court. True it 
is that the appointment is in the 
hands o£ the Executive Department, 
and I have no dispute as to its ex- 
ercise. I am not familiar with the 
qualification.^ of the new appointee, 
but if the Constitution is to be up- 
held in spirit, then is it not the duty 
of the Governor at least to consult 
the chief justice of the Supreme 
Court before he appoints a man 
whose work is so closely associated 
with that of the justices and removes 
fronj that position a man who has 
served honorably, ably and faithfully 
for a period ot 27 years as an assist- 
ant and as a chief?"

Boats— Old Steamers 
Sought by Italian Interests 

Boston shipping men were today 
solicited by American agents of Ital- 
ian interests who are seeking boats 
to transport troops, cattle, and ma- 
terials to Africa. The blunt and un- 
varnished ofler to buy boats for the 
stated purpose indicated a serious 
deficiency in Italian transports, local 
marine men concluded. 

The offers were made oy Dennett 
Hvoslef Ss Co., New York .ship 
brokers. Old steamboats of from 8000 
to 10.000 tons (deadweight) at de- 
molition prices were soueht; but 
that no demolition is contemplated 
is plainly Indicated by the mention 
of what use the boats would be put 
to. ' Specifications included require- 
ment of refrigeration plants, at least 
two decks, and 11 knots of .speed. 

Boston ship owners were advised 
that delivery of the boats might be 
accepted on this side of the Atlantic 
provided the Italian interests wer" 
satisfied that the ships were sea- 
worthy and capable of sailing to 
Italy with cargoes. Prom this. It was 
assumed that the boats would be 
loaded with American materials on 
the Journey over. 

The fact that old boats were 
sought was believed to Indicate two 
things. <1) Reduced Italian resources 
reqiilring economy, (2) that Italians 
fear submarine or naval attacks in 
the Mediterranean, hence want to 
sacrifice cheaper ships. 

A survey of Boston boats and their 
owners today disclosed none that 
would be oiTered to the Italians 



Chamber— Financial 
Policy of Stale Criticized 

Boston's Chamber of Commerce 
today sharply criticized the Com- 
monwealth's present flnancial pol- 
icy, warned of troubles ahead and 
gave veiled censure of Governor 
Curley's administration. Its stand 
was revealed in a booklet prepared 
by the chambers civic bureau for 
general distribution today. 

Disclosing that the bureau had 
carefully analyzed the 49 statutes 
which the Legislature passed to 
permit cities and towns to exceed 
their legal debt limit in borrowing, 
the report revealed for the first 
time that a total of $33,700,000 in 
bonds will be issued by subdivisions 
of government within the State 
this year. This amount was origi- 
nally intended to be matched with 
federal grants approximating $30,- 
000,000, assuring total expenditures 
of $63,000,000. 

The report says, however, that the 
various bills passed placed so many 
restrictions on how the funds were 
to be raised and spent that the 
actual total spent probably will be 
much less than planned. 

Attacking Governor Curley indi- 
rectly, the bureau says, "Opponents 
of excessive borrowing should feel 
grateful that the $35,000,000 bond 
Issue requested by the Governor 
(for the State) was brought down 
to $13,000,000." It was remembered 
that the bond issue was one of the 
Governor's most cherished plans. 

The bureau especially condemned 
the policy of borrowing to meet cur- 
rent expenses — a practice now fol- 
lowed by many cities and towns- 
including Boston. 



rOX — Auditor Denies 
Laxity in Reducing Bonds 

Somewhat reassuring, in view of 
the Chamber's view of city finances, 
came a denial today from CJlty 
Auditor Charles J. F'ox of a statement 
previously credited to him this week 
that Boston is making no attempt to 
reduce the amount already borrowed,

that in 1933 Boston borrowed $7,- 
600.000 and has repaid $3,040,000. In 
1934 the city borrowed $3,800,000 and 
has paid $2,163,950.

"They worked by pressure and threats, 
by suggestions of favoritism and often 
by actual promises o t jobs or personal 

The lobbies were filled with for- 
mer legislators, contractors, job ssekers 
and others who besieged the members to 
vote with the governor — not on the mer- 
its of the legislation, but for what they 
had been promised. 

"One man was told that If he voted an 
the governor wished his law office wouln 
receive a substantial amount of lenal 
work from the State in looking up real 
estate titles. To the member's credit, he 
voted against the bond issue. 

"Another was told that if he did not 
vote with the governor, State business 
given his family might be taken .away. 
.Picture yourself under these conditions. 
Are you — or was that man — In a position 
to exercise his judgment freely and 
fulfill his oath of office for the benefit of 
his constituents and the State? 

"Other members found that friends of 
the executive office had searched files 
of the Civil Service and other depart- 
ments and had found that friends and 
relatives of theirs were seeking work. 
These facts were placed before them in 
such a way as to Impress upon them 
that If they voted with the governor 
their friends or relatives might be helped. • 
If they did not, well — I leave the answer 
to you. 

"A'.most every member was told that 
he would be favored with jobs for his 
constituents If he backed the governor's l 
i proposals — If he oppcsed the governor, 
I he could not expect patronage. i 

' Issues In Bond Fight ■ 

"Now, the issues involved In these 
bond fights were simple. The first de- 
mand was for authority to borrow $35,- 
000,000. The funds were not to be tied 
up to the p'ederal expenditures In any 
way. They were to be expended by the 
, State Independently. After all the stories 

■ of New Deal assistance to Massachusetts, 
I the Commonwealth was t6 do its own 

■ spending. Even the Democratic mcmber- 
j ship refused to consider this proposition 
I seriously, but finally a majority did agree 
' to recommend approximately $20,800,000. 
iThts was divided into two bills, $13,000,- 

000 for public works and $7,800,000 for 
] public buildings. The flr.^t was passed 
I by a single vote, the second was defeated 
' by stalwart Republicans who refused to 
I be stampeded by promises and threats, 
j "Within the past few days I have read 
in the newspapers, of the Commonwealth 
I having to refuse appropriations from 
I Washington for State buildings because 
there was no State money to supplement 
the appropriation. Actually the rtei)ub- 
licans offered an amendment to make this 
I possible in the $13,000,000 bill that be- 
came law, but the Democratic adminis- 
I tratlon refused it because they wanted 
I the spending of the money for granite 
I curbing rather than for building the lios- 
i pitals to house additional Massachusetts 
citizens. 

"The contracts for the latter would he 
supervised in Washington. The contracts 
for the former would be approved on 
Beacon Hill. 



Says Judiciary Not Immune 

"Even the judicial branch has not been 
wholly Immune from executive interfer- 
ence. The judiciary only recently was 
shocked by the action of the chief exec"- 
tlve in displacing Ethelbert V. Grabill 
as a reporter of decisions from the Su- 
preme Judicial Court. 

"That position, in substance, Is one 
of a confidential nature to the justices 
ot the Supreme Court. True, it Is that 
tiie ap' ointment is in the hands of the 
executive department, and I have no 
dispute as to its exercise. I am not 
familiar with the qualifications of the 
new appointee, but if the constitution is 
to tie upheld in spirit, then is it not the 
duty of the governor at least to consult 
with the chief Justice of the Supremo. 
Court before he appoints a man whose 
work is so closely associated with that 
of the justices and removes from th.'Jt 
position a man who has served honor- 
ably, ably and faithfully for a period of 
twenty-seven years as an assistant and 
as a chief? 

"1 submit to you ladies and gentlemen 
here present today that government ot 
this character in Massachusetts is an 
abuse of the privileges of democratic 
government given to us by our Constitu- 
tion and carried out under that Constitu- 
tion by the laws of this Commomvi -^l:'!. 

"If you wish this kind of government, 
then sit hack and do nothins and y.iii 
will get it. If you want the State to 
give you a dollar's worth of service for 
every dollar of your tax money, then 
turn io the Republican party, for that 
party alone will restore State govern- 
ment to an honest, sound basis under 
which citizens can get full value for the 
tremendous amount of money they con 
tribute to the upkeep of the Common 
wealth and our institutions."

Work on plans are to start soon 
for five warehouses to be erected at 
Concord avenue for the Regional 
Produce Market Inc., in care of L, 
S. Ollis. 131 Lexington street, Wal- 
tham. The architects and engineers 
are Monks and Johnson, 99 Chatuuy 
street, Boston. 

It is interesting to note where tbi' 
farmers have come from wh i 
brought their produce in. Som ■ 
have come from long distances. For 
instance : from Dighton, 4.S miles 
away; Hingham, 25 miles i Lowell, 
2.1 nu'les ; Danvers, 22 miles. One 
farmer from White River Junction. 
Vt.. and another from Mew Hamp- 
shire came down on one occasion. 
Others came from Concord, Wal 
tham, Chelmsford, Billerica, Lexing- 
ton, South Natick, Soutbboro, Marl-1 
boro, Tewksbury, Lincoln, Way-* 
land, Bedford, Woburn, Littleton,! 
Saugus, .Arlington, Beverly, Jamaica! 
Plain and Belmont. In several cases' 
there were two or three from the , 
same place. .Mmost all brought aj 
miscellaneous load, while others, a' 
few specialties. About every vege- 
table and fruit grown in this state 
has been represented in great abun- ; 
dance. One wonders after observing 
j the immense quantities of produce , 
brniight in how so much is disposed i' 
of in one night. Retail sales nr^ i 
strictly forbidden as a protection to 
the storekeepers who buy by the 
wholesale for their local trade.

I Council was handed a fat job as 
I head of the division and since his 
appointment he has been flounder- 
ing around trying to find out what 
it is all about. 

"Now they have employed a lot 
of inspectors and others and no one 
seems to have the faintest idea as 
to what they will do.

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TAGUE IS NAMED 
I AS POSTMASTER 



WASHINGTON, Oct. 4. (ff-) 
Postmaster General Farley today 
announced appointment of Peter F. 
Tague as acting postmaster at Bos- 
ton. Mass., effective at the close of 
business Oct. 15. 

Tague's appointment, predicted 
for several months, was made de- 
spite the opposition of the Massa- 
chusetts senators, Walsh and Cool- 
idge. 

Tague succeeds William E. Hur- 
ley, a Republican career man who 
rose from the rank.s to be head of 
the Boston Postal district and who 
v.as strongly supported for reten- 
tion by both Bay State senators. 

The question now arises as toi 
the attitude of Walsh and Coolidge; 
should Tapuc be given a perman-j 
ent appointment after Congress' 
convenes in January. There was 
some doubt that the administra- 
tion would attempt a permanent 
appointment as Tague can serve in- 
definitely in his acting capacity; 
without confirmation.

Some prominent members 
of the party, however, found that 
other duties precluded attendance, 
hut in the main it was a goodly 
crowd. Yet that old sentimont of ' 
well being was missing. Where 
once the speakers did little hut 
point with pride to party accom- 
plishment, yesterday they turned 
their shafts of invective against 
leaders of Democracy. 

Leverett Saltonstall, speaker of 
the House, unhurdenrd himself 
anent what he calls Curleyism. and 
he urged his listeners, to get busy, 
to the efid that control of the state 
may later be turned over to Repub- 
licans. And Salton.stall has inferred 
that he wouldn't be averse to car- 
rying the party's standard in the 
next gubernatorial campaign.

! Spoakcr Leverett Saltonstall of tni,

urated. He hinted that Go v Curl ey 
•would seek to oust him asTpWker 
this winter, but promised he would 
light this effort with every weapon 
»,t his command, 

A sentence uttered by Senator Aus- 
tin seemed to strike the keynote of 
the afternoon. He said: "When a 
candidate for the Presidency of the 
United States sneers and flaunts the 
constitution, criticizes the supreme 
court, and sulks in the White House, 
then he Is more reactionary and fur- 
ther back than the horse and buggy 
days; he's gone buck to the day» of 
the jackass." 

It was Senator Austin who called 
Congressman Treadway "good ma- 
terial for President," a statement that 
brought out a round of applause. The 
approval of his remarks had not died 
down before Congressman Treadway 
Bhouted hack: "I decline." I-ater 
Speaker Saltonstall said he respected 
Jlr Treadway's feelings about seeking 
the Presidency, but hoped that he 
■would keep on being Congressman 
just as long as he felt able to do so. 
To this Mr Treadway answered, "I 
I most certainly shall." 

Mrs Margaret Green, member of 

' the Holyoke board of aldermen and 

I the Republican state committee, 

: termed the meeting "the opening gun 

for our campaign In 1936.' 

Councilor .1. Arthur Baker of Plfts- 
flcld who has been criticized for his 
support of some ot Gov Cnrley's ap- 
pointments, attended the meeting but 
was not called upon to speak. In con- 
v»rs».tlon he snld he had worn two 
htillet proof vests and a helmet, but 



this protection was apparently not 
needed because he was greeted with 
smiles on all sides. 

Mayors Aaron Bagg of Plttsfteld. 
Meniy Toeppfert of Holyoke and 
Raymond Cowing ot Westfleld were 
among those present. 

Influence Said Departed 
State Secretary Frederick W. Cook, 
the "lone remaining Republican an- 
gel," said that in 1034 "David Igna- 
tius Roosevelt and .Tames Michael 
Roosevelt and all the other Roose- 
velts had an easy time getting 
elected," but that next year the 
jRoosevelt influence would not be able 
»o carry the state. He pointed out 
Shat last year 300,000 registered vot- 
ers failed to cast their ballots. 

Congressman Treadway said that 
the national Republican platform 
nest vear might well contain ".sev- 
eral ot the planks of the last Demo- 
cratlo platform which were forgotten 
and discarded the day after the last 
national election." 

Among these he included: "We ad- 
vocate an immediate and drastic re- 
<Juctlon of governmental expenditures 
by abolishing useless commissions 
end offices, consolidating departm'ints 
and bureaus, and eliminating ex- 
travagance, to accomplish a saving of 
not less than 25 per cent in the cost 
of federal government, and we call 
upon the Democratic party in the 
states to make a zealous effort to 
achieve a proportionate result. 

Congressman Treadway said fur- 
ther, accompanied all the time by ap- 
plau.se: "In writing a Republican 
platform my first plank would call 
for the repeal ot the reciprocal tariff 
law and the processing tax, the two 
maior Items ot the new deal which 
spell ruination to the industry and 
agriculture ot New England. New 
England is the forgotten area of the 
United States." 

He paid special tribute to ,7ohn W. 
■Maigis, often mentioned as a probable 
candidate for governor next year, 
saying he was exceedingly sorry that 
business kept Mr Halgis from at- 
tending the rally, "He was the first 
man I invited," he said. 

AdmlnlRtratlon Scored 
All the ballyhoo, propaganda and 
bubble blowing of the Roo.scvclt ad- 
ministration cAnnot divert the in- 
sistent demand of the American peo- 
ple for a chance ot a Job, Congress- 
man Joseph W, Martin, assistant mi- 
nority leader, told the rally. By this 
yaidstlck, he felt the Democratic ad- 
ministration had failed miserably. In 
the third year of the new deal there 
are now unemployed 11,000,000 per- 
sons more than were out of work in , 
the ejirlv da.vs ot the administratioji. 
with L'2!ooo.OOO on public relief, Mr 
Martin said. 

"Many ot the new deal policies have 
retarded recovery and spread unem- 
piovment." he continued. "It is con- 
servatively estimated that 2.000.0CH) 
lobs were lost through ihe cotton, 
wheat and hog reduction programs.

The .\merican jveople are wi'Jing to 
be taxed to relievo distress but they 
are not willing to have their life sav- 
ings squandered by a reckless ad- 
ministration. The United States la 
worse off In the way ot recovery than 



any other country except i^rance," 
he continued, and said that> the only 
way New England and l;he rest of 
the country had a chance to survive 



was by fighting for just rights 
through the Republican party. 
Raps Aebrasks Speech 
Senator Austin rapped Roosevelt's 
Nebraska speech for its apparent wil- 
lingness to tell the Ncbraskans: 
"That they were the descendants ot 
the farmers who stood at the bridge 
ot Concord to fight tor the principles 
of the AAA." He deprecated the al- 
leged attempts of the President to 
substitute "the AAA and the gold act 
ot 1934 as the foundations ot liberty 
lor the Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution" and warned 
the group that "if there's anything 
we've got to go out and sell our 
young people, it's the intimate re- 
lationship between freedom and our 
daily bread." 

He said the Republican members of 
Congress had been "led around by the 
nose" and "tricked" into giving the 
President permanent powers under 
the guise ot passing temporary 
measures. He charged the President 
with violating the integrity of the 
spoken word and the validity ot writ- 
ten contracts, and concluded by say- 
ing there is "no plAce anywhere In | 
these United Slates tor regimenta- 
tion and dictatorship." 

Mrs William C. Dwlght, publisher 
of the Holyoke Transcript, said that 
"what we voters want is men who 
will stick by the princijiles 'of the 
G. O. P. and won't tall down when 
the great test comes, or for reasons 
of expediency." She warned that it 
the Republicans return majorities 
next year, there will be a mess for 
them to clean up, but said the mesa 
had to be cleaned up sometime. 

She praised Congressman Treadway 
as "a great oak tree in these timea of 
great trouble" and said he was one 
of the few men In high places of 
trust who had not turned into a 
weathervane. 

Representative Kalherine V. Parker 
ot Ijjncastcr felt that big questions, 
transcending party lines, would soon 
have to be decided. "Shall we give 
up our government and our liberty?" 
she asked. The government, during 
the years of temporizing, has suf- 
fered a financial hemrhnge, she said, 
and requires other than half way 
measures to cure it. 

Sees Financial Crisis 
Congressman Taber, the last speak- 
er, discussed in detail the financial 
crisis which the country must soon 
face. In part, he said: "Tax receipts 
can not run a great deal more than 
they have in the last few years with 
the present tax hills. It we were to 
come somewhere near balancing the 
budget, we would have to go Into 
such an operation as the Senate fi- 
nance committee reported to the Sen- 
ate, providiitg for applying the tax 
down to a man who has an income of 
$1000 if single, and $250 it married. 
"The. Roosevelt administration has 
placed upon statute books all kinds 
ot foolish unconstitutional legislation, 
designed to promote and create a dic- 
tatorship and destroy the liberty of 
the .\merlcan people and ruin Ameri- 
can people and ruin American busi- 
ness. 

"There was the NRA, which the 
supreme court threw out, which 
practically ruined the smalt business 
man and prevented crconomic recovery 
for two years. What little recovery 
there is has followed the wiping out 
of the NRA. There Is the AAA, 
which has practically ruined the cot- 
ton farmer and the cotton manufac- 
turer. The commonwealth of Massa- 
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chuspttg has paid In processinK taxes | 
for the year ending June SO, 1934, a

All of these unconstitutional 
measures are designed, deliberately, 
in my opinion, to destroy the liberty 
ot the American people and establlah 
a dictatorship with Roosevelt as dic- 
tator. 

"Our children and our children'* 
children a freneration hence ^ill be 
payinp the bill for this riotous op- 
eration. Unless the people ot Ameri- 
ca come to quickly and throw out 
the Roo.sevelt administration and alt 
its worl<s, we are goin^ to lose all 
tlint our fathers fouffht for in the 
revolution. There is going to be 
nothing left of American liberty. Is 
it not lime for everyone to wake up 
and get to work on a projram which 
will acfain renew and restore Ameri- 
can liberty?" 

Speaker Saltonstall's address fol- 
lows, in part:— 

"The record of Massachusett.o In 
state government under Republican 
administrations was good. The state 
had the reputation of enacting pro- 
gressive laws for the welfare ot Its 
people. The state had the reputation 
ot giving a dollar's worth ot service 
to taxpayers for every dollar ot tax 
money collected. Commiasions from 
other states and even from other 
countries came to examine Massa- 
chusetts' institutions and Massachu- 
setts' methods. 

"But recently I have seen drastic 
changes in the administration ot 
these department.^ and in the work 
of the Legislature. The I-egislnture 
has become influenced by trade* and 
by log-rolling. This ha* been due to 
the pressure put upon the members 
by Democratic adminlstratlon.s. The 
departments have been influenced to 
a greater degree by political consid- 
erations. Commissioners and subordi- 
nates have been afraid of losing their ' 
jobs if they did not do the- right ' 
thing poDtically. The rule on Beacon 

Hill today is one by threat, force 
and favoritiam. 

"Able and willing public servants 
have been removed from positions of 
truat, others have been replaced by 
political favorites, while those still 
retained must follow the will ot the 
leader or run the risk ot losing their 
Jobs. In other words, the administra- I 
five departments in the state are not 1 
conducted today on a basis ot effi- 
ciency but in the manner demanded 
by the governor's office. Starting in 
the early days of .January, we saw 
the removal froin the Boaton Finance ( 
commission ot two of lis members, j 
One of these two men was given a | 
clean hill ot health by the council i 
but was removed for the good of the | 
.lerv'ce. In other word.i, he was an 
honest, efficient man, but these fjual- 
ities made him an undesirable man. 
Everyone 'Knows that these men were 
removed so that the control of the 
Boston Finance commission would 
pass from one ot Independence to one 
ot subservience to the governor's of- 
fice. 

"Another drastic change! The un- 
derlying purpose ot the civil service 
law is to prolong and continue meri- 
torious service In government and to 
eliminate the spoils system, but every 
system has its weaknes*. and we ail

— not on the merits of the legislation, 
hut for what they had V)oen prom- 
ised.

I "Other members fotinil that friends 
i of the executive riffiee had searched

upon them that if they voted with 
the governor their friends or relatives 
might 1)0 helped. Almost every mem- 
ber was told that he would be fav- 
oied with jobs for his constituents If 
he barked the governor's proposals.

"I am sure that you will appreciate 
the fact that many worthy applica- 
tions were necessarily omitted from 
this program because of the limited 
funds available for distribution, and 
that omission .should in no way be 



construed as an indication that the 
project is not deemed socially de- 
sirable and economically sound. 

"It has appeared necessary that thl» 
application be held in abeyance for 
future consideration should addition- 
al funds be made available to this 
Administration. I assure you that 
your interest in this project will not 
j be overlooked." 



Bureau Sees Failure 

A forecast of failure for the Boston 
acts relating to courthouse and sub- 
way construction was contained in 
an analysis of all statutes relating to 
borrowing by the state of Massa- 
chusetts enacted by the 1935 IjCgisla- 
ture, published yesterday by the 
Civic Bureau of the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce. 

The bureau estimated that the two 
specific projects authorized called 
for bond issues totaling about $33,- 
700,000 and in addition Federal 
grants were expected to bring in 
about $30,000,000. 
^■iiTihf,., bureau pointed out that the 
various restrictions and conditions 
in tht*se acts are certain to result 
finally in loans and grants totaling 
much less than these figures. The 
two Boston acts regarding court- 
house and subway construction, the 
report says, were "foredoomed to 
failure" because of the conditions 
surrounding them. 



\Say8 Loans Mounting 

' There are certain acts of general 
application, such as authorizing cities 
and towns to incur emergency loans 
and P. W. A. loans, which are ex- 
pected to cause additional loans of 
several million dollars. As as emer- ' 
gency loans the bureau points out 
that for the third year it was neces- 
sary to give cities and towns permis- 
sion to borrow for current expense?. 
It estimates that the total of 1935 
loans will far exceed the 1934 total 
and it may approach the 1933 total. 

The bureau calls attention to the 
act aiding Millville, stating that it 
contains several new features in the 
state's policy of assisting distressed 
municipalities, including establish- 
ment of a maximum tax rate with 
provisions for .state loans to pay for 
excess requirements and a supple- 
mentary distribution of income tax 
proceeds to the town. 

In discussing the state bond Issu.-» 
of $13,000,000 the bureau states It 
will continue and accelcralc the up- 
vjard curve of th? state debt, but that 
the opponents of excessive borrowing 
should feel gratified that the $35,000.. 
000 request of the Governor was 
brought down to this smaller figure. 

The bureau fore.sees a further com- 
plication in financing iho state 
general fund budget, due to the pro- 
vision that debt service on this bond 
issue will be taken from the highway 
fund. It a.sserts this will di!plete the 
highway fund money available for 
transfer to balance the general fund 
budget

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I LUCIUS BEEBE'S BOOK 

The blithe Lucius Beebe has succeeded more 
ne?rly than anybody else in putting the elusive 
spirit of modernized, unpuritanized, socially and 
politically transformed modern Boston Into 
words. Ills "Boston and the Boston I/;gciia" is 
a gorgeous, handsomely illustrated volume. 

It has satirical touches which will make sons 
and daughters of the earlier and later immi- 
grants frown and writhe, but it aLso has a Imn- 
dred deft strokes which will bring chucliles at 
the Hendricks and Somerset Clubs. There is a 
great deal of Gallic wit and Iriih humor in 
the diverting liiies of this congenital New Eng- 
land Yankee, and there is likewise an astonish- 
mg quantity of shrewd observation, keen philo- 
sophy and l^ne description. He has written a 
book which, all In all, gives a better understand- 
ing than any other of this puzz^jng metropolis 
After you have galloped through it— for it 
IS written with great gusto and moves fast— 
you are likely to conclude that, deep down Mr 
Beebe has genuine affection and admlratioi'i for 
the environment of his fathers. "In some man- 
ner," he says in the impressive final chapter "it 
seems more nearly possible here to achieve' the 
•good life' that has engaged the attention of so 
many thoughtful people at so many periods in 
the vi'orld's history than In numerous other 
cities famed for their various attitudes toward 
the business of living." The "pervading homo- 
geneity which baffles identification while an-' 
parent to every perceptive sense" is, indeed one 
of the most satisfying and hopeful features of 
Bbston. 

Ml-. Beebe has a delightful Impuderice and 
boldness in his characterizations. The Boston 
Tea Party was to him "that happy infamy and 
most picturesque of outrages" and "just one 
more example of the town's taste for masquer- 
ades. His comments on social changes will 
probably bring him some nice specimens of anon- 
ymous vituperation. His ExceJiency will not 
make a gift of the five-dollar volume to friends 
and John F. Fitzgerald will perhaps explain that 
Sweet Adeline" as he sings it is not "inevitable 
, ajid unsolicited." Nor will survivors of Mrs Jack 
I Gardner applaud the Irreverent sentences. 

But as a whole, the book is about the thing 
which many have longed for, and few have had 
the industry, knowledge, nerve or skill to write. 
In a dress of satire and sketchiness, "Boston 
and the Boston Legend" Is really a valuable 
contribution to our knowledge of our city and 
\ourseIves.

Editor, Jewish Advocate: 

I am gratefur to you that I had' 
an opportunity to see the second 
letter of "X Regular Reader" 
] wherein he clearly indicates that 
he meant Samuel Kalesky, Leon 
Arkin and myself as "the jniblicity- 
seeking leaders' in the recent- 
Massachusetts Legislature incident 
when that august body passed a 
resolution condemning Nazi Ger-sl 
many. The German Consul came^ 
to the defense of his government 
and condemned the Legislature, 
whereupon Governor Curley and 
Speaker Saltonstall not only de- 
fended the action of the Legisla- 
ture but properly rebuked the Con- 
sul for interfering in American af- 
fairs. The newspapers in the 
meantime had solicited a statement 
from us, the so-called Jewish lead- 
ers, in regard to the Consul's stand, 
without our being aware tha t gov - 
ernor C u r ley and Speaker SaltoS- 
stall were to be involved in the sit- 
uation. I state this by no moans 
by way of apology but merely by 
way of explaining the sequence of 
events. I am not prepared to state 
that the three leaders, representing 
organizations that number perhaps 
a hundred thousand Jews of 
Greater Boston, might not have is- 
sued such a statement even after 
having seen the statement by the 
Governor and the Speaker. 

There is one thing that I would 
now like to deal with and that is 
the brazen effrontery of this anony- 
mous nonentity who .styles himself 
A Regular Reader" but certainly 
must be a fellow of irregular mind 
and character. He represents a 
type of Jew that squirms and cow- 
ers and whines, the very antithesis 
of all that millions of our peoples 
stand for. This puny little crea- 
ture, weazened and apologetic in 
his misunderstanding of Jewish 
life and attitudes, has the arro- 
gance to chide us who give of our 
time, ener;.'y, effort and very life- 
blood for the sake of showing that 
Jews are not the scum of the earth 
that they Ure not vermin to be 
stepped upon as our Nazi anti- 
hemites would have it.

■ tialllli,""" Ihis inner anti-Semitism, 
this internal sappinp of Jewisii 
strength, this inward laclt of cour- 
age which corrodes the soul and 
debases the mind such as is typical ' 
of him who hides as an unspeak- 
able anonymity. 

We would certainly have ignored 
his puerile letters but that it is i 
typical of a few in the so-called ' 
higher circles of Jewish society. 
We give them all warning that a 
new generation of Jews has arisen, 
a generation that knows- hot the 
meaning of slavery, that has long 
ago broken the shackles of servi- 
tude and certainly will not be 
bound or fettered by the cobweb- 
like threats of these puny lillipu- 
tians. It was a brilliant Roman 
writer who correctly said, "They 
who are born to creep cannot fly," 
and we might add, cannot even 
walk like men. 

We, too, woiild gladly sit home 
by our fireside and read a good 
book and let the world pass by, 
but thousands of our fellow-JewS| 
come knocking at our doors and 
do not let us rest until we have 
taken up the cudgels in behalf of 
the good name of our people. End- 
less scenes and visions appear be- 
fore the mind's eye of the humilia-, 
tion and agony suffered by fellow- 
Jews so that we will not and can- 
not remain silent.

Acting Postmaster of Boston 

Eight months of political behind- 
the-scenes maneuvering apparently 
ended tn victory for Governor 
Curlcy today a.s Pastma-stcr General 
Farley in Washington announced 
appointment of Peter F. Tague ns 
Baston'8 acting postmaster. The ap- 
pointment becomes eRectlve on Oc- 
tober 15. His appointment cannot 
be made permanent until confirmed 
by Congress. He succeeds William 
E. Hurley, Republican "career man." 

Mr. Hurley entered the postal 
service as a letter carrier 30 years 
ago. He was apixilnted Boston 
Postmaster by former President 
Hoover In 1931 and was said to have 
been the first man to rise to that 
position from the ranks. 



\J 
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iVir. Tague, present Boston election 
commissioner, is a close personal 
supporter of Governor Curley and 
his political efforts are said to have 
won him the gubernatorial promise 
of the $9000 a year plimi. His ap- 
po'ntment was fought by United 
States Senator David I. Walsh. Be- 
cause of this opposition the Gover- 
noi- was forced to make considera- 
ble of an issue out of the appoint- 
ment, and it wa? reported that he 
was successful only after a personal 
appeal to President Roosevelt, made 
at his Hyde Park home late last 
month. Previously, the Governor had 
experienced several apparent set- 
ba;ks in his efforts to efject the ap- 
po'ntment. 

In fact, today's appointment by 

the Postmaster General was not a 
complete victory for the Governor. 
So much opposition still exists, it is 
reported, that the appointment may 
not be submitted for congressional 
approval. It was noted, however, 
that Mr. Tague can serve indefi- 
nitely In the acting capacity. 

News of the appointment brought 
imiich gratification to Curley co- 
horts in the State House. An ef- 
Ifort was made to inform the Gov- 
ernor by long distance telephone in 
San Francisco, but he had alreadjr, 
sailed for Hawaii.

Boston today prepared to align It- 
self against consummation of one of 
the Middle West's most cherished 
dreams, the opening of the Great 
Lakes to international commerce 
through development of the St. Law- 
rence River. 

It was learned today that Frank 
S. Davis, manager of the Maritime 
Association of the Boston Chambftr 
of Commerce, will fire the first vol- 
leys in the campaign when the At- 
lantic Deeper Waterways conven- 
tion opens in Boston Monday. 

Boston shippers believe that if the 
waterway were opened ships would 
sail to and from the big industrial 
cities of Chicago, Detroit, Akron, 
Buffalo and so on, avoiding Boston 
harbor entirely. At present much 
middle western traffic Is routed by 
rail to and from Boston. In addi- 
tion, there is some eastern objec- 
tion to the 2,000,000 horsepower in 
electricity which dams called for by 
the St. Lawrence project would 
generate.
